BLACKBURN  COMMUNITY  CENTRE 


It's  with  fond  memories  that  we  say 
goodbye  to  the  Community  Centre  this  year. 

The  Gala  Day  has  been  held  here  for  the 
past  60  years  and  over  these  years  there 
has  been  some  amazing  memories  created, 
friendships  formed  as  well  as  some  tears 
and  tantrums  but  most  of  all  we  have  had 
fun  together. 

The  Community  Centre  was  the  hub  of  the 
community  in  its  heyday  especially  in  the 
60/70/80/90's  when  Blackburn  was  over 
crowded  and  Blackburn  Academy  was 
open.  It  was  a  local  meeting  place  for  adults 
and  children.  For  the  children  there  were, 
roller  discos  on  a  Saturday  morning  with  a 
childrens  disco  during  the  week  plus  youth 
clubs  on  several  times  a  week. 

I  think  every  child  in  Blackburn  was  a 
member  of  the  community  centre  as  there 
was  so  much  for  them  to  do  there.  Even 
when  you  were  at  school,  those  of  you  that 
hated  school  dinners  (who  could  hate  chips 
and  cheese???)  would  pop  along  to  the 
community  centre  for  one  of  Roberta  Clark 
or  Linda  Whites  chip  rolls! 

Unfortunatley  times  changed  and  the 
centre  was  been  used  less  often  by 
members  of  the  community.  Peoples  needs 
also  changed  and  unfortunatley  the  centre 
couldn't  keep  up  with  the  changing  times. 
One  thing  that  never  changed  was  the  staff 
and  managements  help  and  support  they 
gave  to  the  gala  day.  For  this  we  thank  you 
and  look  forward  to  working  with  you  again 
in  the  new  partnership  centre  that  is  due  to 
be  opened  this  year. 
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The  mural  at  Blackburn  Community 
Education  Centre  was  painted  by  local 
boy  Bruce  Matchett  in  1 969,  two  years 
after  the  centre  opened,  when  he  was 
just  16. 

The  artwork  was  only  recently  uncovered 
as  work  got  underway  to  demolish  the 
centre  which  will  move  into  the  new  £8.2 
million  Blackburn  Partnership  Centre 
later  this  year. 

Bruce  painted  the  mural  in  1 969  inspired 
by  the  famous  faces  of  that  time  period 
and  the  people  who  attended  the  centre. 

He  said:  "It's  fantastic  that  there's  interest 
in  something  that  was  completed  nearly 
50  years  ago.  When  you  do  something 
like  this  as  a  boy  you  never  ever  expect  it 


to  be  around  today." 

Unfortunately  the  mural  which  has  lain 
hidden  for  over  three  decades  will  have 
to  be  destroyed  along  with  the  building 
-  however  steps  are  underway  to  ensure 
its  memory  is  preserved  for  future 
generations  at  the  new  centre. 

Whilst  it's  not  possible  to  move  the  mural, 
a  display  would  ensure  that  it  will  be 
remembered  and  seen  by  the  public, 
creating  a  direct  link  between  the  centre 
in  the  past  and  the  new  partnership 
centre  going  forward  into  the  future.
